Remarks and Arguments 



Claims 22-37 are now pending in the application. Support is found in Fig. 3 and 
in other parts of the specification. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 9, 10 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) based on 
the teachings of U.S. 5,449,373 (Pinchasik et al.). Claims 2, 19, 20, and 21 are rejected 
under 35 U.S. C. §103 as being unpatentable over Pinchasik et al. in view of U.S. 
5,824,059 (Wijay). 

It is respectfully submitted that new claims 22-37 are patentable, and allowance 
is respectfully requested. In particular, it is believed that neither Pinchasik et al. nor 
Wijay teach a stent having "at least some of the apex portions of adjacent 
circumferential support structures being configured to longitudinally extend past each 
other when in the un-deployed configuration . . .[and] a plurality of circumferential 
connecting struts interconnecting ... at least some of the adjacent circumferential 
support structures . . .extending between the apex portions that extend past each 
other". Applicants submit that claim 22, and all claims that depend therefrom, are novel 
and nonobvious for at least this reason.
